ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1920. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee 
of  the  Morley  Corporation. 

Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  for  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  1920. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  has  issued  a  memorandum  setting  out 
the  order  of  each  of  the  various  subjects  dealt  with  in  a  Medical 
Officer  of  Health’s  Annual  Report,  presumably  with  the  intention 
of  securing  uniformity  in  these  reports  as  between  one  town  and 
another.  The  various  items  are  therefore  dealt  with  in  the  order 
and  manner  suggested  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Natural  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  District. 

Population. 

The  population  of  Morley  according  to  the  1911  census  was 
24,282,  and  the  estimated  population  of  1920  is  24,334. 
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Physical  Features  and  General  Character. 

Area  of  Borough  ...  ...  8,385  acres. 

It  is  situated  in  the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire  and  is  bounded 
on  the  north  by  the  City  of  Leeds  ;  on  the  east  by  the  Hunslet 
Rural  District,  by  Ardsley  (East  and  West)  Urban  District ;  on  the 
south  by  the  Borough  of  Batley  ;  and  on  the  west  by  the  Birstall 
and  Gildersome  Urban  Districts. 

It  is  situated  on  the  ridge  of  hills  dividing  the  watersheds  of 
the  rivers  Aire  and  Calder,  the  greater  portion  of  which  drains  to 
the  river  Aire,  and  consequently  the  bulk  of  the  sewage  is  dealt 
with  by  works  situated  in  that  part.  The  part  which  drains  to  the 
Calder  is  sparsely  populated,  and  the  sewage  from  that  area  is  dealt 
with  by  works  situated  near  to  the  boundary  in  that  part  of  the 
watershed. 

Geologically  Morley  is  situated  on  sandstone  (known  as 
“  Morley  Rock,”  and  used  for  building  purposes)  overlying  the 
middle  coal  measures.  The  district  is  traversed  by  the  London  and 
North-Western  Railway  line  between  Leeds  and  Manchester  (passing 
for  much  of  its  extent  through  the  borough  in  the  Morley  Tunnel, 
above  which  the  town  is  situated),  and  by  the  branch  line  of  the 
Great  Northern  Railway  between  Bradford  and  Ardsley. 

Owing  to  the  numerous  fissures  in  the  rock,  colliery  workings, 
and,  to  a  certain  extent,  the  L.  &  N.W.  R.  Tunnel,  there  is  little 
subsoil  water,  consequently  the  soil  is  dry.  In  addition  to  this  the 
ground  surface  features  of  the  town  are  such  that  the  rain  water  is 
easily  and  rapidly  conducted  away. 

The  borough  is  divided  into  four  wards,  viz.  : — 

North  Ward,  Central  Ward,  South  Ward  and  Churwell  Ward. 

The  trades  carried  on  in  the  borough  are  chiefly  stone 
quarries  (now  nearly  worked  out),  coal  mines,  and  the  various 
branches  of  the  textile  trade.  There  is  a  cotton  factory,  many 
cloth  factories,  and  a  factory  for  making  coal-miners’  safety  lamps. 
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We  have  also  a  wholesale  jam  and  sweets  factory  and  a  large 
tannery,  part  of  which  is  in  the  Morley  borough  and  part  in  Leeds. 
All  these  employ  the  men  and  women  of  the  town.  There  are 
engineering  works  in  the  adjoining  district  of  Gildersome  which 
employ  many  men  residing  in  Morley,  and  a  few  find  employment  in 
the  city  of  Leeds. 

Owing  to  the  adverse  trade  conditions  many  of  the  textile 
factories  were  either  closed  or  working  short-time  during  the  latter 
part  of  the  year,  but  on  account  of  a  long  run  of  good  trade  no  ill 
effects  were  immediately  evident. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District, 

Water  Supply. 

Water  is  obtained  from  the  Morley  Corporation  Waterworks 
at  Cragg  Vale  near  Mytholmroyd,  which  is  about  20  miles  from 
Morley. 

The  gathering  ground  is  moorland  and  uncultivated  grass¬ 
land,  there  being  only  one  habitation  on  the  entire  gathering 
ground.  As  is  usual  wrater  which  is  collected  from  peat  ground  is 
more  or  less  acid,  and  its  consequent  plumbo  solvent  qualities  are 
counteracted  by  suitable  treatment  at  the  Waterworks,  and  a  slight 
discolouration  resulting  from  contact  with  the  peat  is  removed  by 
mechanical  filters,  the  filtering  medium  being  quartz. 

Arrangements  are  made  for  the  more  acid  and  discoloured 
water  to  be  kept  out  of  the  reservoir  by  taking  it  along  intercepting 
channels  into  a  water  course  which  delivers  into  the  stream  belowr 
the  reservoir  and  then  goes  for  compensation  water. 

A  few  years  ago,  owing  to  a  shortage  of  water,  chiefly  on 
account  of  increased  demand  for  manufacturing  purposes,  an 
arrangement  was  made  with  the  Halifax  Corporation  (through 
which  district  the  Morley  water  mains  pass)  for  a  supply  to  Morley 
of  100,000,000  gallons  of  water  per  annum. 
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Suitable  connections  between  the  Halifax  mains  and  the 
Morley  mains  have  been  made  at  Brighouse,  and  the  Halifax  water 
is  taken  into  the  Morley  mains  as  required. 

The  Morley  Corporation  supplies  water  to  the  East  and  West 
Ardsley  Urban  District. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  West  Riding  Rivers  Board  are  responsible  for  the  purity 
of  the  streams  which  run  through  the  town,  but  the  Corporation 
has  facilitated  their  work  considerably  by  providing  ample  sewerage 
of  the  district  and  taking  trade  effluents  into  the  sewers  by  arrange¬ 
ment  with  the  manufacturers,  so  that  trouble  in  this  respect  has 
been  eliminated. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Practically  the  whole  of  the  town  is  sewered,  and  at  the  time 
of  writing  this  report  a  sewer  in  Albert  Road  is  being  extended  in 
such  a  way  as  will  provide  drainage  facilities  for  the  few  houses  in 
that  district  needing  such.  A  sewer  is  being  extended  along  Brad¬ 
ford  and  Wakefield  Road  with  a  similar  object ;  and  it  is  proposed 
to  lay  a  new  sewer  along  Scotchman  Lane  with  a  view  to  providing 
facilities  for  the  drainage  of  property  abutting  on  the  lane.

When  these  sewers  are  completed  and  the  houses  connected  up 
to  them  practically  the  whole  of  the  houses  in  the  borough  will  be 
connected  to  the  sewers. 

Sewage  Disposal. 

The  sewage  is  satisfactorily  disposed  of  through  the  main 
outfall  works  and  the  Churwell  sewage  works,  both  of  which  deal 
with  sewage  flowing  towards  the  River  Aire.  A  small  plant  is  pro¬ 
vided  for  dealing  with  that  portion,  which  flows  towards  the  River 
Calder,  in  Howdenclough  Road. 

The  main  outfall  works  provide  for  precipitation,  followed  by 
suitable  land  treatment,  and  the  Churwell  works  are  designed  for 
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laud  treatment  only.  The  small  plant  in  Howdenclough  Road  con¬ 
sists  of  a  septic  tank,  bacterial  filter  and  suitable  irrigation. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

It  is  stated  on  the  memorandum  issued  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  that  the  question  of  privy  conversion  is  now  receiving 
special  attention  from  them.  I  scarcely  need  state  that  the  question 
is  receiving  special  attention  from  the  Town  Council  also,  but  the 
exorbitant  cost  of  such  conversions  is  such  that  it  is  impossible 
to  make  the  progress  which  is  desirable.

In  addition  to  this  there  has  been  for  a  considerable  time 
shortage  of  both  labour  and  materials  which  has  further  impeded 
progress.  The  present  position  is  that  no  privies  are  allowed  to 
be  built  and  the  existing  ones  are  being  converted  to  the  water 
carriage  system  as  rapidly  as  possible.  During  the  year  1908  to 
the  end  of  1914  midden  privies  were  being  converted  at  the  rate  of 
about  200  a  year,  but  since  then  war  conditions  have  interfered 
with  the  work.

The  increase  in  the  number  of  \V.C’s.  is  very  largely  a 
result  of  privy  midden  conversion,  as  very  little  building  has  taken 
place  during  the  last  few  years. 

Scavenging. 

The  scavenging  work  is  done  by  the  Corporation  staff,  and  it 
is  well  organized  and  carried  out. 
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All  the  privy  middens  in  the  town  are  emptied  once  every  four 
weeks  and  the  few  pail  closets  weekly.  These  latter  are  at  some  of 
the  mills.  Dustbins  are  emptied  weekly,  but  in  certain  central 
districts  they  are  emptied  twice  per  week  as  may  be  necessary. 

The  refuse  removed  during  the  year  amounted  to  6075  loads 
of  refuse  from  the  dustbins  and  3375  loads  from  privy  middens  and 
from  the  200  fixed  dry  ashplaces.  The  cost  of  the  department  for  the 
financial  year  ending  March,  1920,  was  £3164  Is.  7d.  All  the 
refuse  from  the  privy  middens  and  fixed  dry  ashplaces  is  delivered 
on  to  farm  land  to  the  order  of  farmers  and  market  gardeners. 
This  produced  revenue  amounting  t'o  £125«tfs.  5d.  for  the  financial 
year  ending  March,  1920.  The  material  is  ploughed  in  without 
delay,  and  the  demand  for  such  refuse  exceeds  the  supply  available. 
Part  of  the  refuse  from  the  dustbins  is  tipped  on  the  two  tips  which 
are  situated  on  the  outskirts  of  the  town,  and  the  remaining  portion 
of  the  dry  ashes  is  given  to  farmers  for  the  purpose  of  ploughing 
into  the  heavy  soil.  None  of  the  privy  midden  refuse  is  tipped. 

A  small  destructor  has  been  erected  near  one  of  the  tips  for 
the  purpose  of  burning  paper  and  other  light  combustible  materials, 
which  otherwise  would  blow  about  the  tip. 

To  show  the  rate  of  progress  that  has  been  made  in  the  con¬ 
version  of  privy  middens  in  the  town  I  may  point  out  that  in  1 901 
a  revenue  of  £310  was  produced  from  sales  of  privy  refuse,  and  in 
1919  only  £145  was  produced,  while  in  1920  £125  was  the  total 
amount  of  income  from  this  source.  The  price  per  load  remained 
the  same  throughout  the  above  period  and  the  whole  quantity  avail¬ 
able  was  sold  during  each  year. 

The  rate  of  progress  which  is  being  made  in  the  substitution 
of  dustbins  for  privy-middens  has  already  been  stated. 

All  refuse  is  removed  in  carts  provided  with  a  cover,  and  as 
little  offence  as  possible  takes  place. 
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Sanitary  Inspection  of  District. 

Constant  surpervision  is  exercised  over  the  Sanitary  require¬ 
ments  of  the  Borough.  Periodical  inspections  are  made  during 
which  it  is  noticeable  that  an  effort  is  being  made  to  overtake  the 
arrears  which  unavoidably  arose  during  the  war  period. 

The  cowsheds  and  slaughter  houses  are  regularly  inspected  and 
are  mentioned  in  another  part  of  this  report. 

Premises  and  Occupations  which  can  be  controlled  by  Bye-laws 
and  Regulations. 

Offensive  trades  are  conducted  at  four  different  establishments 
and  comprise: — 

4  Tripe  Boilers 
2  Fat  Melters 
1  Bone  Boiler 
1  Gut  Scraper 

to  which  84  visits  have  been  paid  during  the  year.  There  is  also 
a  Knacker  Yard,  but  towards  the  latter  part  of  the  year  this 
business  was  closed  down.  At  the  begining  of  the  year  there  was 
one  Common  Lodging  House  in  the  town  (licensed  annually  under 
a  Local  Act)  but  the  Town  Council  refused  to  renew  the  license 
for  the  continuance  of  this  house  owing  to  its  unsatisfactory 
condition. 

There  are  no  houses  let  in  lodgings  and  there  are  no  canals 
in  the  town.  There  are  also  no  underground  sleeping  rooms  so 
that  no  action  has  been  necessary  under  Section  17  of  the  Hous¬ 
ing  and  Town  Planning  Act  1909. 

Schools. 

There  are  six  Elementary  Schools,  one  Technical  School,  and 
one  Secondary  School  in  the  Morley  borough. 

There  are  two  Medical  School  Officers,  a  Dental  Surgeon,  and 
a  School  Nurse.  We  have  a.  School  Clinic,  at  which  minor  diseases 
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are  treated,  and  cases  referred  from  it  are  seen  by  the  School 
Medical  Officers  every  Monday.  Also  regular  examinations  of  all 
standards  are  made  by  the  officers  during  the  year  at  the  schools. 

The  Dental  Surgeon  attends  weekly  and  has  periodical 
sessions  for  extractions,  at  which  one  of  the  Medical  Officers  attend 
to  give  an  anresthetic.  As  a  result  the  health  of  the  children  is 
good  and  any  ailment  is  detected  as  early  as  possible. 

The  Education  Department  and  the  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  are  co-ordinated,  and  as  I  am  Medical  Officer  to  both,  any 
circumstances  affecting  the  Public  Health  is  dealt  with  at  once. 

All  the  school  premises  are  regularly  inspected  to  assure  their 
maintenance  in  a  sanitary  condition.  The  copy  of  the  Annual 
Report  of  the  School  Medical  Officer  is  appended. 

Food. 


Milk  Supplv. 

The  bulk  of  the  milk  which  is  consumed  in  Morley  is  pro¬ 
duced  in  the  town,  and  the  part  which  is  brought  in  is  produced 
in  the  immediate  neighbourhood,  but  beyond  the  boundary  of  the 
Borough. 

Compared  with  a  town  supply,  which  is  often  carried  by 
train  for  a  considerable  distance,  the  supply  which  is  available  in 
Morley  is  very  satisfactory. 

I  have  no  reason  to  complain  with  regard  to  its 
wholesomeness. 

Daring  the  war  a  system  was  put  in  operation  in  the  Borough 
so  as  to  ensure  an  equable  distribution  of  the  milk  available. 
The  town  was  divided  into  two  areas,  which  were  apportioned 
amongst .  the  milkmen  of  the  town.  Control  has  now  been  with¬ 
drawn  in  regard  to  this,  but  the  milkmen  appreciating  the

advantages  of  this  system  continue  to  deliver  milk  in  the  districts 
to  which  they  were  previously  apportioned,  with  the  result  that 
there  is  less  competition  between  one  milkman  and  another, 
consequently  they  have  been  able  to  maintain  a  high  price  for 
milk  such  as  appears  to  me  to  be  unjustified  Throughout  the  last 
year  it  was  sold  at  lid.  per  quart,  and  this  prevents  many  people 
purchasing  milk  as  freely  as  would  be  the  case  if  the  price 
was  less.  In  addition  to  the  question  of  wholesomeness  this  appears 
to  be  another  matter  of  importance. 

Cowsheds. 

125  visits  have  been  paid  to  the  cowsheds  during  the  year. 

The  condition  of  these  vary  very  considerably,  some  being 
very  satisfactory  and  others  poor.  I  feel  satisfied  that  a  poor  cow¬ 
shed  offers  little  encouragement  to  a  cowkeeper  to  keep  his  cattle 
and  premises  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  I  shall  welcome  the 
putting  into  operation  the  long  delayed  Milk  and  Dairies  (Consoli¬ 
dated)  Act,  1915  (already  on  the  Statute  Book)  which  gives  increased 
powers  for  dealing  with  the  whole  question  of  milk  supply. 

There  has  been  no  action  taken  in  regard  to  the  sampling  of 
milk  in  regard  to  wTiether  or  not  it  was  tubercular. 

Meat. 

The  Inspector  of  Nuisances  is  also  a  qualified  Meat  Inspector, 
and  during  the  year  he  has  paid  112  visits  to  the  slaughter-houses 
in  the  town,  and  in  addition  84  visits  of  inspection  have  been  made 
to  other  premises  where  flesh  foods  are  prepared  for  food. 

The  standard  of  quality  of  the  food  animals  slaughtered  by 
the  butchers  of  the  town  is,  I  feel  sure,  very  high.  In  no  one 
instance  is  there  a  butcher  who  habitually  buys  anything  else,  and 
in  consequence  diseased  meat  is  not  as  frequently  met  with  as  would 
otherwise  be  the  case. 
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The  old  slaughter-houses  are  gradually  lapsing  into  disuse, 
with  the  result  that  the  standard  of  the  remainiug  ones  higher 
than  hitherto. 

The  bulk  of  the  slaughtering  is  carried  on  in  one  of  the  best 
slaughter-houses  in  the  town,  and  probably  45  per  cent,  of  the 
butchers’  meat  consumed  in  Morley  is  prepared  for  sale  at  these 
premises. 

A  public  abattoir  has  not,  as  yet,  been  provided  in  Morley, 
but  as  already  pointed  out  the  larger  proportion  of  meat  is 
slaughtered  in  one  slaughter  house,  and  in  two  or  three  others  a 
number  of  butchers  slaughter  collectively,  and  the  inspection  of 
meat  during  slaughter  is  therefore  facilitated. 

Very  little  killing  is  done  at  the  others,  and  they  are  inspected 
as  frequently  as  circumstances  will  permit. 

It  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  take  action  under  section 
117  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  but  a  quautity  of  food  stuffs 
were  surrendered  to  be  destroyed  as  a  result  of  inspection.  In  this 
way  the  carcase  of  a  cow  was  found  to  be  affected  with  tuberculosis 
to  such  an  extent  that  it  had  to  be  destroyed.  A  pig’s  head  also 
affected  with  tuberculosis  was  also  destroyed.  It  was  affected  so 
slightly,  however,  that,  even  bearing  in  mind  the  recommendation 
of  the  Royal  Commission  on  Tuberculosis,  in  respect  to  carcases  of 
pigs  affected  with  Tuberculosis,  it  was  not  found  necessary  to  destroy 
the  whole  carcase. 

In  addition  316  lbs.  of  frozen  beef,  lamb,  and  mutton  were 
destroyed  as  being  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

All  this  food,  except  the  pig’s  head,  was  dealt  with  previous 
to  the  Decontrol  of  the  Sale  of  Meat,  during  which  time  the  general 
condition  of  the  meat  supplies  was  of  a  far  lower  standard  than  at 
the  present  time.

Other  Foods. 

Constant  supervision  is  exercised  over  the  manufacture  and 
sale  of  food  stuffs  in  general.  Ice  cream  is  a  commodity  over 
which  special  supervision  is  exercised.  Formerly  it  was  made  by  a 
large  number  of  small  retailers,  the  control  of  which  was  difficult. 
At  present,  however,  probably  50  per  cent,  of  the  total  is  now  manu¬ 
factured  at  one  place,  from  which  many  of  the  small  retailers  are 
supplied.  The  place  referred  to  is  properly  equipped  and  the  ice 
cream  is  prepared  under  hygienic  conditions.  The  fried  fish  and 
chipped  potatoes  shops  form  another  series  of  premises  requiring 
constant  attention.  They  number  about  20,  and  they  are  regularly 
inspected  to  ensure  that  the  food  is  prepared  under  wholesome  con¬ 
ditions. 

No  legal  action  has  been  necessary  in  regard  to  the  sale  of 
food  intended  for  human  consumption  except  an  occasional  word  of 
warning. 

All  premises  used  for  either  manufacturing,  preparing,  storing, 
or  exposing  for  sale  food  stuffs,  are  inspected  and  brought  within 
the  scope  of  the  Health  Department. 


There  are  no  underground  bakehouses  in  the  town. 
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Sanitary  Administration. 

Staff, 

The  staff  consists  of  an  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  who  has  clerical 
and  other  assistance.  In  addition  to  his  duties  as  Inspector  of 
Nuisances  he  is  responsible  for  the  Scavenging  and  the  supervision 
of  disinfection,  etc. 

A  full  time  and  fully  qualified  Health  Visitor  is  also  engaged. 
Hospital  Accommodation. 

Hospital  accomodation  is  provided  for  Scarlet  Fever,  Typhoid 
Fever  and  Small-pox,  by  the  Town  Council. 

At  the  Fever  Hospital,  situated  in  Bruntcliffe  Lane,  there  is 
accommodation  for  12  Scarlet  Fever  and  12  Enteric  Fever  patients. 
The  site  covers  6  acres  and  the  buildings  comprise  Hospital  of  4 
wards,  Administration  Block,  Laundry,  Mortuary,  Four  Quarantine 
Cottages  and  Steam  Disinfecting  Apparatus.  It  was  erected  in  1893 
and  is  supplied  with  water  from  the  Corporation  mains.  The  premises 
drain  to  a  small  sewage  plant  which  is  provided  in  a  suitable  position. 

The  permanent  staff  numbers  five,  viz. : — Nurse  Matron,  staff 
nurse,  2  maids  and  a  disinfecting  man  and  caretaker. 

The  nursing  staff  is  augmented  as  required. 

A  separate  hospital  is  provided  for  the  treatment  of  small-pox, 
but  happily  it  has  not  been  used  for  such  a  purpose  since  its  erection 
in  1904  when  only  one  case  was  admitted. 

The  building  is  constructed  of  corrugated  iron,  built  with  wood, 
and  consists  of  2  wards,  caretaker’s  and  nurses’  rooms,  etc. 

There  is  accommodation  for  20  beds  and  there  is  a  resident 
caretaker  and  his  wife  there,

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Housing. 

General  Housing  Conditions  of  District. 

With  regard  to  housing  Morley  appears  to  be  in  a  similar 
condition  to  most  other  districts  in  the  country.  There  is  a  need  for 
more  houses  to  be  built  and  the  Town  Council  are  endeavouring  to 
deal  with  that  need. 

During  these  last  10  years  only  182  houses  have  been  built  and 
during  the  period  1917-18-19  only  3  houses  were  built.  In  1920  25 
houses  were  built,  almost  entirely  the  result  of  efforts  being  made  to 
deal  with  the  question  by  the  Town  Council. 

The  Housing  Commissioner  has  already  approved  plans  for 
168  houses  to  be  erected  by  the  Town  Council,  and  at  the  end  of  the 
year  82  were  in  course  of  erection,  ;  12  were  already  completed  ;  and 
others  were  being  completed  week  by  week. 

There  has  been  a  scheme  approved  by  the  Commissioner  for 
the  erection  of  240  houses.  Probably  if  these  are  insufficient  for  the 
needs  of  the  town  the  Town  Council  will  proceed  to  erect  a  further 
number,  but  the  very  high  cost  of  everything  connected  with  building 
no  doubt  has  a  deterring  effect. 

The  erection  of  dwelling  houses  as  a  private  enterprise  has 
practically  ceased. 

The  population  of  the  town  is  very  stable  except  such  as  takes 
place  as  a  result  of  natural  increase.  The  local  circumstances  are 
such  that  no  exceptional  increase  or  decrease  is  anticipated. 

Overcrowding. 

A  few  cases  of  overcrowding  have  been  found  to  exist  during 
the  year  as  a  direct  result  of  the  shortage  of  houses  and  possibly 
from  the  increased  cost  of  living.  There  are  other  instances  where 
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members  of  more  than  one  family  live  together.  This  is  very  un- 
dosirable  and  even  though  it  cannot  be  called  overcrowding  from  the 
1  ublic  Health  standpoint  it  is  objectionable  in  other  respects. 

The  erection  of  new  houses  will  tend  to  correct  this. 

There  are  also  instances  where  young  people  desire  to  get 
married  and  are  more  or  less  prevented  from  doing  so  because  of  the 
impossibility  of  finding  housing  accomodation  at  present. 

It  has  been  practically  impossible  to  deal  with  such  instances  of 
overcrowding,  entirely  on  account  of  the  shortage  of  accommodation. 

The  cases  of  overcrowding  which  are  brought  before  my  notice 
are  just  ordinary  cases  such  as  one  comes  across  from  time  to  time, 
and  no  legal  action  has  been  taken  in  the  matter  because  the  fault  is 
not  entirely  due  to  the  people  living  in  the  houses.  The  matter  is  one 
which  is  receiving  attention,  and  it  is  to  be  dealt  with  as  soon  as  an 
opportunity  presents  itself.  The  Town  Council  are  aware  of  it 

Fitness  of  Houses. 

The  general  state  of  housing  in  the  district  is  fairly  satisfactory, 
but  there  are  a  few  which  require  to  be  (and  will  be)  dealt  with  as 
soon  as  possible.  There  are  about  30  houses  which  may  be  said  to  be 
unfit  for  human  habitation  and  about  60  seriously  defective,  but 
which  can  be  made  habitable;  the  difficulty  of  getting  such  repairs 
done  will  be  better  understood  when  I  say  that  an  owner  of  19 
cottages  in  the  town  has  recently  carried  out  repairs  which  amount 
to  a  total  cost  of  over  £700.  Such  an  expense  is  a  very  serious  matter, 
and  I  am  imformed  that  all  the  rent  received  during  the  next  three 
years  will  be  lequired  to  meet  the  charges  of  these  repairs. 

The  general  character  of  the  defects  found  in  connection  with 
cottage  property  are  such  as  follow  long  delayed  repairs,  which  it 
was  impossible  to  undertake  during  the  war. 

In  some  instances  the  lack  of  proper  management  is  responsible, 
especially  in  cases  where  the  owner  lives  out  of  town  and  the  man¬ 
agement  of  the  property  has  been  put  into  the  hands  of  a  rent 
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collector  who  may  also  live  out  of  the  town.  In  such  instances  the 
property  rapidly  deteriorates. 

General  Action  taken  in  regard  to  Unfit  Houses 
under  Public  Health  Acts. 

The  general  subject  of  housing  is  receiving  special  attention 
from  the  Town  Council  and  now  that  the  Council’s  Housing  Scheme 
has  been  fairly  launched  and  the  new  houses  are  becoming  available, 
there  are  increased  facilities  for  dealing  with  property  which  is  in  an 
unsatisfactory  condition.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  Town  Council  to 
deal  with  the  matter  in  a  thorough  manner. 

Unhealthy  Areas. 

There  are  only  two  small  areas  which  it  may  be  necessary  to 
deal  with  under  Parts  1  and  2  of  the  Housing  Act  1890. 

One  area  comprises  about  20  houses,  some  of  which  are  unfit 
for  habitation  and  others  consist  of  a  number  of  back-to-back 
houses  of  a  poor  type,  and  the  only  remedy  appears  to  be  making 
them  into  through  houses  or  the  adoption  of  some  similar  scheme. 

Vital  Statistics. 

The  Registrar  General  estimates  the  population  for  1920  at 
24,384  for  both  births  and  deaths. 

During  the  year  540  births  were  registered  in  the  Borough, 
viz  : — 290  Boys  and  250  Girls.

Only  two  cases  were  reported  during  the  year,  neither  of 
which  were  removed  to  hospital  on  account  of  special  circumstances 
connected  with  them,  even  though  it  is  our  policy  to  move  all  cases 
of  typhoid  fever  to  hospital  for  treatment. 

One  patient  died  the  same  day  upon  which  the  case  was  noti¬ 
fied. 

No  special  source  of  infection  was  found,  but  precautions  were 
effectually  taken  against  the  spread  of  the  disease. 


Measles. 

Measles  not  now  being  notifiable  we  have  no  exact  means  of 
ascertaining  its  extent  during  the  year.  At  no  time  has  it  been 
prevalent,  and  no  doubt  the  town  is  still  more  or  less  immune  on 
account  of  the  extensive  epidemic  which  occurred  two  years  ago. 
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Scarlet  Fever. 

49  cases  of  scarlet  fever  have  been  reported  during  the  year  a» 
compared  with  68  cases  last  year  and  44  in  1918.  All  these  have 
been  removed  to  the  hospital  except  one  case.  They  were  spread 
over  the  whole  year  and  did  not  appear  to  concentrate  on  any  par¬ 
ticular  class  of  people  or  locality.  Only  by  removing  these  cases  to 
the  hospital  can  it  be  hoped  to  keep  this  disease  from  spreading  and 
I  am  confident  that  the  policy  is  a  right  one. 


Erysipelas. 

8  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  and  no  deaths  occurred. 
This  being  the  fifth  year  in  succession  without  a  death  from  thia 
disease.

ENDING  DECEMBER  31st,  1920. 


During  the  year  1920-  570  births  (of  which  GO  took  place 
at  Morley  Hall  Maternity  Home)  have  been  notified,  as  fol¬ 
lows  :  —

Of  these  386  were  notified  by  Medical  Men  and  184  by  Mid¬ 
wives.  Still-births  numbered  18  and  premature  births  17. 
45  of  the  children  born  lived  under  such  conditions  that  visit¬ 
ing  was  unnecessary,  and  the  remaining  number,  525,  were 
all  visited  except  three. 

In  the  course  of  my  visits  it  was  found  that  25  children  died 
within  a  few  days  of  being  born. 

25  died  within  one  month  of  being  born. 

4  died  between  the  ages  of  1  month  and  3  months. 

7  died  between  the  ages  of  3  months  and  6  months. 

3  died  between  the  ages  of  6  months  and  9  months. 

7  died  between  the  ages  of  9  months  and  12  months. 

The  total  being  46  deaths  under  12  months  old,  which  gives 
an  Infantile  Mortality  rate  of  85  per  1000,  which  is  a  great 
improvement  on  the  last  year’s  figure,  which  was  106  per 
1000.  Such  a  low  Infantile  Mortality  rate  is  a  record  one, 
and  when  it  is  understood  that  the  Health  Visitor’s  work  was 
arranged  with  the  specific  object  of  looking  after  the  welfare 
and  proper  rearing  of  infants  it  does  appear  that  the  object 
is  being  achieved. 
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J  consider  that  the  facilities  which  the  Committee  afford 
mol  hers  to  obtain  suitable  foods  at  cost  price  has  a  direct 
connection  with  the  low  death-rate  which  has  been  recorded. 
In  addition  the  absence  of  very  hot  weather  during  the  year 
and  consequently  freedom  from  Infantile  Diarrhoea,  this 
has  been  favourable  to  the  health  of  the  children  in  the  town. 
The  Babies’  Welcome  should  also  share  the  credit  of  the 
death-rate  being  at  such  a  low  figure.

Of  these  7  children  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  Oph¬ 
thalmia  Neonatorum,  and  these  received  special  attention  until 
the  eyes  were  in  a  satisfactory  condition,  and  in  no  case  was 
the  sight  injured. 

On  visiting  523  homes  I  found  that  157  mothers  were  mill- 
hands  previous  to  the  birth  of  the  child,  and  most  of  these 
continued  to  work  sooner  or  later  after  the  birth  of  the  child. 

240  attended  the  Babies’  Welcome  in  comparison  with  203 
who  attended  during  the  previous  year,  making  a  total  of  82  j 
attendances  for  the  year.

Whatever  may  have  been  said  in  the  past  with  regard  to  the 
want  of  properly  trained  midwives  in  the  town,  the  position  to-day 
is  quite  satisfactory. 

The  establishment  of  Morley  Hall  Maternity  Home  has  supplied 
the  need  to  a  large  extent,  and  in.  addition  the  two  qualified  midwives 
to  whom  reference  was  made  in  my  previous  report,  have  now 
become  fully  established  in  the  Borough.  They  have  done  good 
work  and  in  the  course  of  my  visits  1  have  noticed  that  a  marked 
improvement  has  taken  place. 

The  Milk  for  Mothers  Orders  have  been  in  operation  through¬ 
out  the  past  year  and  increased  advantage  has  been  taken  of  the 
facilities  afforded  by  the  Order  for  giving  Milk  to  necessitous  cases. 
Each  case  is  carefully  investigated  before  milk  is  sanctioned 
under  the  Order,  and  I  am  confident  that  no  abuse  is  made  of-  the 
opportunity  to  obtain  supplies  free  of  cost. 
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Throughout  the  year  milk  has  bee"  granted  to  24  persons 
totalling  to  159  gallons.  It  is  quite  right  that  milk  is  considered 
to  be  a  necessary  article  of  food  for  children  and  nursing  mothers  and 
I  consider  that  the  small  cost  which  has  been  incurred  is  amply 
justified. 

The  Babies’  Welcome  (held  once  a  week)  continues  to  be  well 
appreciated  by  the  mothers,  who  attend  with  their  Babies  very 
regularly.  Their  attendance  gives  opportunities  for  talking  matters 
over  which  concern  the  welfare  both  of  mother  and  child,  and  in 
addition  the  mothers  are  able  to  have  talks  with  each  other  on 
similar  matters  to  the  advantage  of  all. 

The  system  of  weighing  the  babies  from  week  to  week  enables 
us  to  make  records  as  to  the  progress  of  each  child  and  in  this  way 
early  intimation  is  obtained  of  any  particular  baby  not  thriving 
as  it  should. 

These  records  are  valuable  and  during  the  past  year  they  have 
have  shewn  that  the  condition  of  the  babies  has  been  highly 
satisfactory. 

One  afternoon  in  each  week  is  set  apart  for  the  sale  of  suitable 
foods  which  are  calculated  to  be  beneficial  to  mothers  and  children. 
Judging  from  the  number  of  customers  I  am  quite  satisfied  that  the 
approved  methods  of  feeding  have  largely  taken  the  place  of 
methods  known  to  be  detrimental  to  the  health  of  the 
children.  The  mothers  are  realizing  the  necessity  of  proper  feeding, 
and  the  rearing  of  healthy  children  depends  to  a  very  large  extent 
upon  this. 

General  progress  in  the  Work  of  the  Department  has  been 
made  during  the  year,  and  in  looking  back  during  the  past  twelve 
months  I  feel  that  it  has  justified  its  existence.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

We  have  pleasure  in  submitting  our  report  on  the  medical  inspec¬ 
tion  of  children  attending  the  public  elementary  schools  for  the  year 
ending  December  31st,  1920.  The  staff  of  the  school  medical  ser¬ 
vice  is  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year.  We  have  received  much 
assistance  from  the  work  of  the  School  Attendance  Officer. 


The  Employment  of  Children  Act. — The  Bye-laws  made  by  the 
authority  under  this  act  require  that  every  school  child  who  is 
employed  regularly  for  one  hour  before  going  to  school  shall  be 
examined  and  have  a  certificate  from  the  School  Medical  Officer 
stating  that  such  employment  will  not  be  harmful  to  the  child’s 
health.  Already  a  few  children  have  been  examined  and  it  has 
been  arranged  to  re-examine  them  every  two  months. 

Tuberculosis. — Forty-three  children  were  brought  forward  by 
the  School  Attendance  Officer.  Most  of  these  children  had  been 
away  from  school  for  some  months  suffering  from  tuberculosis 
or  suspected  of  being  the  subject  of  tuberculosis. 

There  were  24  girls  and  19  boys.  Of  these  38  were  under  the 
care  of  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  and  were  attending  the  dispensary 
regularly.  Four  were  attending  school  and  one  was  under  the  care 
of  bis  own  doctor.  Thirty  one  were  suffering  or  suspected  to  be 
suffering  from  tuberculosis  of  the  lungs,  6  from  tuberculosis 
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affecting  the  glands  and  1  from  tuberculosis  peritonitis  ;  one  child  was 
a  heart  case  (valvular  disease),  one  was  a  severe  case  of  nasal 
obstruction  due  to  adenoids,  one  had  bronchiestasis  and  two  were 
found  to  be  quite  well. 

Of  the  31  children  who  were  suffering  from  tuberculosis  of  the 
lungs  eight  were  found  to  have  positive  evidence  of  lung  disease  and 
six  had  been  under  treatment  at  sanatoria  and  were  probably 
definite  cases.  In  the  remaining  seventeen  we  could  find  no 
direct  evidence  of  tuberculosis. 

The  fact  that  no  direct  evidence  of  disease  can  be  found  does  not 
indicate  that  these  children  are  not  in  a  tubercular  or  praetubercular 
condition.  One  is  constantly  attending  children  who  are  never 
well  when  going  to  school.  The  mother  states  that  they  cannot 
eat  well  and  that  they  suffer  from  attacks  of  bronchial  irritation. 
On  examination  of  these  children  one  can  find  nothing  but  a  slight 
rise  of  temperature  and  sometimes  some  alteration  in  the  breath 
sounds,  but  one  is  quite  certain  of  their  inability  to  attend  school 
regularly  and  remain  well,  and  one  is  therefore  compelled  to  exclude 
them  from  school.  Now  there  is  no  doubt  that  being  at  home  with 
nothing  to  do  is  not  in  the  best  interests  of  these  children  and 
ultimately  of  the  community.  They  get  into  slack  ways,  stay  in 
bed  too  late  in  the  morning,  go  to  bed  too  late  at  night,  and 
generally  get  at  a  loose  end.  This  is  not  good  for  their  health,  is 
detrimental  to  the  formation  of  their  characters  and  militates 
against  their  turning  out  good  citizens.  This  leads  up  to  the  point 
that  it  is  necessary  for  you  to  have  a  small  open-air  school  where 
these  children  could  attend.  They  would  then  have  some  object  in 
life,  be  under  control,  have  good  food,  a  sufficient  time  for  rest  and 
a  certain  amount  of  instruction.  In  addition  to  this  there  are  in  a 
town  the  size  of  Morley  always  about  twenty  to  twenty-five  children 
who  are  feeble  minded  and  therefore  unable  to  benefit  by  the  kind 
of  instruction  given  in  the  ordinary  school.  A  class  for  these  chil¬ 
dren  could  be  formed  in  conjunction  with  the  open  air  school.

Ringworm. — There  were  64  cases  of  ringworm  of  the  head  found 
during  the  year. 

The  question  arises — should  or  should  not  these  cases  be 
excluded  from  school  ?  We  do  not  think  that  there  is  any  doubt  that 
the  average  parent  whose  children  are  free  from  the  disease  would 
be  of  opinion  that  they  should  be  excluded  and  we  consider  that  their 
attitude  is  right.  The  average  time  it  takes  to  cure  a  case  of  ring¬ 
worm  of  the  head  by  drugs  is  at  least  a  year  ;  the  average  time  by 
X  Rays  is  about  six  weeks.  The  loss  of  grant  if  all  children  suffer¬ 
ing  from  ringworm  and  treated  by  drugs  were  excluded  would  be 
considerable  ;  there  would  be  a  great  saving  if  they  were  treated  by 
X  Rays.  Against  this  must  be  put  the  cost  of  setting  up  an  X  Ray 
machine  or  by  making  arrangements  with  the  infirmary  or  an  X  Ray 
specialist  to  treat  all  cases  at  so  much  a  head.  We  consider  that 
it  would  be  worth  while  for  your  committee  to  go  into  this  matter 
thoroughly. 

Cleanliness. — Nurse  Jackson  has  paid  great  attention  to  this 
matter  during  the  past  year  and  has  visited  each  department  of 
every  school  once  a  quarter  and  examined  all  the  children  present. 
Her  findings  were  : —

These  figures  show  well 

the  improvement  in 

cleanliness  that 

follows  a  systematic  course  of  inspection.  There  was  a  slight  rise 
in  the  third  quarter  due  to  the  holidays. 

Treatment. — 1314  children  have  been  treated  for  minor  ailments 
during  the  year,'  1217  being  discharged  as  cured.  Special  atten¬ 
tion  has  been  paid  to  children  suffering  from  Otorrhoea.  143 
baths  have  been  given  to  children  suffering  from  scabies. 
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Churwell  school  is  about  a  mile  and  a  half  from  the  clinic  and  it 
has  always  been  a  difficulty  to  get  the  children  requiring  treatment 
to  attend  at  the  clinic.  The  nurse  has  given  Eriday  afternoons  to 
looking  after  these  children  with  a  total  of  1286  attendances. 

Tonsils  and  Adenoids.— At  the  present  time  practically  all 
children  suffering  from  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids  and  con¬ 
sidered  to  require  treatment  are  sent  to  the  infirmary  at  Leeds. 

No  payment  is  made  by  the  Education  Authority  to  the  infirm¬ 
ary  for  the  treatment  of  these  children.  It  is  probable  some  pay¬ 
ment  will  have  to  be  made  in  the  near  future. 

The  choice  would  seem  to  be  between  paying  so  much  per 
head  for  each  child  operated  on,  or  making  arrangements  with  one 
of  the  Leeds  surgeons  to  treat  the  cases  at  Morley. 

The  disadvantages  of  sending  the  children  to  Leeds  are — 

1 —  That  there  is  no  co-operation  between  the  School 
Medical  Officer  who  sends  the  children  and  the  surgeon  at 
Leeds  who  decides  the  question  of  operations.  The  School 
Medical  Officer  may  have  some  particular  reasons  for  sending 
a  child,  i.e.,  apparent  dullness,  ear  discharge,  &c.,  points 
that  may  not  be  brought  prominently  before  the  surgeon  who 
decides  the  question  of  operations. 

2 —  There  is  the  inconvenience  to  parents  of  the  long 
wait  sometimes  necessary  at  the  Infirmary. 

3 —  Children  have  to  be  brought  home  soon  after  the 
operation  (not  a  very  pleasant  experience  in  a  public  tramcar) 
while  there  is  no  doubt  that  children  should  be  kept  under 
observation  in  bed  for  some  time  after  the  operation. 

We  consider  it  would  be  well  to  consider  this  matter  carefully.

In  connection  with  the  School  Medical  Service  the  following 
work  has  been  done  during  the  year  : — 

The  Clinic  was  open  for  treatment  on  133  occasions,  when  8,632 
children  attended ;  at  Churwell  1,236  children  were  treated  for 
minor  ailments. 

The  School  Medical  Officers  were  in  attendance  at  the  Clinic  on 
44  Monday  afternoons,  and  664  children  were  examined. 

60  medical  and  15  dental  inspections  have  been  conducted. 

60  visits  to  schools  have  been  made  for  cleanliness  inspections, 
and  of  the  11,955  children  seen  9,581  were  clean  and  2,374  were 
dirty.  There  has  been  a  gradual  increase  m  the  number  of  clean 
children  each  quarter. 

20  visits  to  homes  have  been  made.  143  baths  have  been  given 
to  children  who  have  been  infected  with  Scabies,  and  265  articles  of 
clothing  which  belonged  to  the  children  infected  were  disinfected.
